Buenos Aires, Argentina, Aug. 5.—

British Headquarters in France and Belgium, Aug. 5, by the 


Associated Press.—The Germans at 5 o'clock this morning launched 
a heavy attack against Hollebeke and the British posts, just north 
of the Yprcs-Comincs canal in an attempt to regain these important 
positions which they lost in the opening day o£ the battle in Flanders. 
The latest reports concerning the fighting indicate that the British aro 
holding out firmly in the attack. 


Push Forward 200 Yards. 


The advance of the Canadians be- 


fore Lens, which took them into the 
environs of the town, are the outstand- 
ing features of the mos* recent activity 
along the British front. In the opera- 
tions before Lens last night the- Cana- 
dians pushed forward to a depth of 
about 200 yards. 
' The deluge of rain which had lasted 


since Tuesday evening ceased during 
the night. By noon the sun was shin- 
ing and the roads and marshy battle 
ground began to dry out rapidly, ren- 
dering the observation work and the 
movement of troops much easier. The 
Germans shelled Battlewood and the 
canal zone Just north 
of Hollebeke

Color of Lightning.

candescent. The blue, red, purple or 
silver tints, which are ordinarily much 
more brilliantly marked in tropical 
countries than they ever are in this 
latitude, are due to the same circum- 
stance as thot which produces the col- 
or designedly communicated to the 
Jight of different kinds ot fireworks. 
Each different foreign, ingredient that 
floats in the air has its own proper 
hue, which it can communicate to the 
lightning. The vapor of iron has one 
kind of shine and the vapor of sulphur 
another.

nexations in Turkey by .Russia, and 
the (rowing realization in Germany 
that victory is impossible and that dis- 
aater lies In the prolongation of the 
war; 


During the past jear Germany has 


attempted no offensive against her 
larger-foes. 
She averted disaster by 


conquering half of Rumania, -but, on 
the other hand the Russian campaign 
}Mt summer took 400,000 prisoner, 
from the central powers; the battle of 
the Somme cost 80,000 prisenars and 
£00,000 casualties; France won back 
Verdun territory and took 18,000 pris- 
oner*. This year 1,000 square miles 
Of French territory was evacuated and 
th* French have taken 30,000 prison- 
er* on the Aisne. The British inflicted 
defeat before Arras and Ypres and 
took 3S.OOO prisoners, besides causing 
treat casualties and taking vast mili- 
tary stores and an unprecedented 
number of guns. The Russians struck 
in Gallcla and took 22,000 prisoners. 
80 the story has been one of succes- 
sive defeats, and the German "official 
statements themselves speak of Ger- 
many as outmanned and outgunned on 
th* western front. 


German confluence rose with the 


Russian revolution and the work of 
th* submarine, but It is plain that 
th* submarine cannot win the war this 
year or next, at the 
present 
rate. 


Moreover the United States has en- 
tered the war. 


Whll* this hopeful view of the war 


outlook was written before the Russ- 
slan situation became so chaotic there 
is little doubt that recent develop- 
ments would cause him to change the 
summary slightly if at all. 
Germany 


it apparently nearlng the end of her 
man power and there are Indications 
ample that her war machine is break- 
ins; with a diminution of its produc- 
tion of guns and explosives. 


In America the one thing most to be 


impresed upon the public mind, how- 
ever, Is that the fact that having em- 
barked in the struggle,

PLOW NOW FOR WHEAT. 


Farm Bureau Offers Some Suggestions 


About the Crop. 


A campaign has been undfr way 


for some time, under the auspices 
of the Xew York State Agricultural 
society, to secure the planting of a 
million acres ot -wheat in New York 
State this fall. 
Most of this increased 


acreage, which will bo nearly double 
that of last year, will be planted in 
the wheat belt of the state which 
is west of Syracuse. 


Liesa than nine hundred acrea were 


sown in this county last year. 
This 


is due to the fact that little of our 
land is well adapted 
to the crop. 


However, most every 
farm 
has a 


small 
area 
which 
might 
well be 


planted to wheat. .Land suitable for 
this crop should be fertile, well drained 
and l«y so it will not be too much 
exposed to the winter winds. 


In order to secure best results when 


sod land Is used, it should be plowed 
mmediately. The ooeiator should stop 
plowing early enough each day to give 
him time to roll and harrow once the 
ground he has plowed during the day. 
This will nrm the soil and establish 
a mulch which will hold moisture. 
The remainder of the fitting should be 
done at seeding time. 
Wheat seeded 


on land thus prepared will germinate 
mmedlately even though the weather 
may b« dry at seeding time, which 
should be not earlier than August 25 
nor later than September 10. 


Tho farm bureau of this county has 


alwaja Urged the sowing of wheat 
under these conditions because of the 
fact that there is so much poultry in 
this county, which, in order to do their 
boat, requires a large portion of wheat 
n their daily rations. 
Now that this 


country is being; relied upon to supply 
our allies \\ith food stuffs, it Is all the 
more Important that many farmers in 
the county sow ono or more acres to 
this crop. 


A practice which Is being recom- 


mended by the faim buienu and uhlch 
should be planned for a. jeur ahead, la 
to 
BOW oats and peas for summer 


silage, at tho rate of fl\e bushels per 
.acre (JH bushels of each) on land as 
I above descilbeti 
This crop \vould be 


har\ested during the month of July 
which will gUe plenty of time for 
plowing end fitting th» land for winter 
wheat. There is no better crop with 
which to sow grass seed thtin wheat. 
Timothy seed should be sown In the 
fall and the clover in tho spring.

The most practical means of reducing 


table expenses without decreasing the 
wholesomeuess and adequacy of the- diet 
lies in Increased use of cereal foods, es- 
P**1*^ boiled grains, mushes and 
breads made of cornmeal and cereals 
other than wheat. 


Cereais contain most of the Impor- 


tant food elements which tha body 
needs and yet are comparatively Inex- 
pensive. They are primarily a source 
of starch needed by the body to yield 
energy. They furnish also considerable 
quantities of protein, one of the most 
Important and usually one of the most 
expensive food elements needed to build 
the body and keep It in repair. In ad- 
dition, cereals furnish mineral matter, 
fats, fiber and, especially if part of the 
bran is left In, little-known substances 
which regulate bodily activities. 


If cereals are to be made a more Im- 


portant feature of the diet, mushes and 
boiled grains, as well as baked doughs, 
should be eaten in greater quantity. 
Practically any of the cereals may be 
used In making some type of bread. 
Wheat has been most used because its 
gluten makes possible the raising of 
the dough with yeast. 
Flours and 


meals of the other grains, however, 
may be made Into baking powder

breads, and many of them can be sub- 
stituted for part of the wheat flour in 
making yeast breads. 


Breakfast foods should be chosen 


carefully if economy is desired, since 
tho form In which the food is pur- 
chased largely -determines the cost. 
Meals from which inushes may be 
made may be obtained for a few cents 
a pound, while specially 
prepared 


grams may cost up to 48 cents or even 
more per pound. 


One way to lessen the cost of break- 


fast foods is to buy whole grains from 
a feed store and grind them coarsely 
in a coffee or other hand mill. 
The 


cracked grains when salted properly, 
boiled thoroughly and served with but- 
ter or sugar and cream or milk make 
wholesome and palatable foods. Boil- 
ed grains, such as rice, barley, corn- 
meal or hominy, may bo used hi the 
same way, or any of these may be 
combined into dishes with cheese, eggs 
or meat, which add both flavor and 
nitrogenous fuod elements.

To begin with, 
it seemed time all tickets had got into 
the hands of speculators; also that the 
speculators had already disposed of the 
bulk of their supplies and, thirdly, that 
such left over, none too good seats as 
they still had could not be obtained for 
less than $5 apiece. 


There was a particular rush at the 


time this attempt was made, but nev- 
ertheless under conditions normal to 
this year tho good seats for successful 
productions cannot prevailingly be se- 
cured for less than ?5 apiece, and the 
best seats are usually half as much, 
again, mounting higher toward the end 
of any week.—Cameron. Mackenzie In 
Saturday Evening Post.

Digestibility of Che*s#. 


By experiments on the digestibility

All fat cheeses arc 
said to be dissolved and digested witL 
great rapidity, because the molecule^ 
of casein—the nitrogenous part of tht 
cheese—nre separated only by the fat, 
and so the gastric juice can attack a 
large surface of the cheese at one time 
Whether the cheese be hard or sofr 
does not appear to influence digestion, 
and there Is no connection between the 
digestibility and the percentage of wa 
ter present in the cheese.
